The collection of products taxed in kind is under the direction of the 
General Supreme Komitet for Collection of Foodstuffs (Komitet), Per 
Geumbullimin ¢ Ushoimeyet), which has sections for collection in each 
omltet (Grurbullimd Fugi-Plote }. Each section for collection in the 
Komtet has a warehouse where the products of the taxation of the 


peasants and herdamen ave collected on the basis of the Plana set for 
them. 


When the collection has been completed the Section for Collecticn 
reports to the General Komitet for Collection which in turn, after 
consulting with the Ministry of Commerce and the General Komitet for 
Cooperatives, issues an order for distribution of each product to the 
various Cooperatives, to the Army, the hospitals, etc. Tupough another 
special order the quantity is detormined for expert to the Soviet Union 
through the port of Durres, 


The production of the Craftsmen's Cooperatives is reported to the General. 
Komitet of Craftsmen's Cooperatives. The latter takes into account the 
gtatements of requirements submitted by the directorates of the Cooperatives 
of the Komiteta end issues an order for distributicn to the various 
cooperatives, to the Army, te hospitals, etc.,in accordance with the 
statements of quantities required submitied by the Administration of the 
Komitete.

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‘The workers and employees obtain articles from the Cooperatives for 
rationed gocds at low prices, but in a quantity determined by the kind 
of ration card. 


In the Komitete there are the same types of Special Cooperatives and also 
Cooperative Pastry Shops and Coffee Shops (Ko. Pastave e Kafeneve). The 
Special Cooperatives for shoes and clothing are directly under the 
Ministry of Commerce and not undex the Directorate of Cooperatives of the 
-Komitete. 


The Special Cooperatives sell their articles in any cuantity desired 

and at prices almost as high as those of the free market. Through these 
Special Cooperatives the State competes with the independent merchants, 
and applies a series of measures which make it practically impossible 
for the independent merchants te operate. The free market is Legal. 

only in milk and milk products, vegetables, fruit, eggs, and meat, but 
the dealer cannot handle more than 500,000 lek worth of such articles. 
The prices of the articles sold by the Special Cooperatives are reguleted 
ain such a way that they are always 10 to 20 percent lower than the prices 
for the same articles in the free market. 


The State is ruining the independent merchants not only through competing 
with lower prices, but also through the system of selling the surplus 
‘products of the independent peasants end herdsmen. The State buys the 
‘surplus products of the peasants at the low prices of the Cooperatives 
for rationed goods, but it sells to the peasants (who sell them their 
surplus products) all kinds of articles at half the normal prices of the 
Special Cooperatives. 


If the peasants follow this path and sell. for 10 and buy for 20, they 
are condemned to a much smaller purchasing power than they would normally 
have, -Therefore they sell their products to the independent dealers at 
whelesale prices of the free market and obtain money with which thoy 
purchass. necessities from the 5Spscial Cooperatives whose prices are much 
lewer than the free market.

In this way the peasants, who are the principal customers of the Special 
Cooperatives, since they do not have ration beoks, by selling to the 
independent merchants keep the purchasing power of their own products 
intact, but it is iapossible for the independent merchants to reach an 
agreement with these peasants whereby they will be oblige: to purchase: 
their necessities from the free market, because the free warket is legal 
only in these goods which are surplus among the peasants, 


Thus a vielous circls is created, whereby the peasants and the independant 
dealers have the same articles for sale, and the independent dealers 
cannot satisfy the needs of the peasants who have to resort to the 
Special Cooperatives, Under these circumstances the fese warket da Limited 
ghee ane quantity ea coupetes with the State only by offering a 

zw quality an taking advantage of shortages hed bleles 
in the Specie Coops vatives” 6 nortages of certain articles 


There are often shortages of goods in the Special Cooperatives, because 
all the products of the peasants have been sold to the independent dealers, 
athe Special Cooperatives have only the surplus from the State collection 


of preducts after the needs of the Cooperatives for rationed goods have 


been satisfied, 
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Nevertheless, the free market is going to be completely strang].ed 
by the texation which is carefully regulated to cover the varying 
vperations of that market. 


A black market is in operation but it is very limited because of the 
severe measures taken by the Sigurimi. 


In the Special Hetel Cooperatives the price of a bed varies from 
32 to 100 lek according to the hotel, and one portion of meat varios 
from 22 to 50 lek, according to the kind of meat. 


The eraftsmen's Cooperatives are subordinate to the Directorate of 


Craftamen's Cooperatives of the Komiteta (Drejtorija ¢ Kooperativa o 
Artiganatit), which in turn is subordinate to the General Koni. tat 


of Graftsmen's Cooperatives (Komitet’ Pere jithshemt te Artizanatit) 
in Tirana. 


The Directorate of the Craftsmen’s Cooperatives of the Koniteteis 
composed as follows: Director, Deputy Director, Accountant, "Responsible" 
for the Plan, "Respongible" for statistics.

Those wic work in the Craftsmen's Cooperatives are day laborers who are

classification, A technician Class A’ among the shoemakers and cabinet- 


makers receives 100 to 150 lek per day, Class B' receives 9) to 100 lek 


per day. Woreover, if they surpass the "Plan" (norm) fcr the day they 
receive a 30 percent bonus, 


‘The special Cooperatives for Public Officials supply 211 articles without 


ration cards and in any quantity and at low prices comparable to the 
prices of the Cooperatives for rationed goods, These special Cooperatives 
supply the members of the Central Committee of the Communist Party, the 
senior members of the Government, the officers from the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel and up, and the Soviets situated in Albania. 


Cooperatives for officers below the rank of Lieutenant Colonel and junior 
government, employees furnish articles on presentation of ration cards. 
But the quantities furnished are 20 percent larger than for the ordinary 
ration cards. 
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72, Tho Cooperatives of the Lokelitete furnish erticles to the families of 

- goldiers and government employees. They do not have to have a ration 
card, but there is a series of priorities. The articles furnished ars 
salt, worn out. tires for shoes, and certain kinds of clothing which are 
sold at the same price charged at the Cooperatives for rationed goods. 


H. Industry 


73, ALL industries have been nabicnalized end are under the Ministry of | 
Industry. They are eperated on the system of "Plans" which are determined 
by the Ministry of the Plan in consultation with the Ministry of Industry. 
There ig a "plan" for the production of cach factory or shop, bus this 
is practically never achieved. 


7. Each factory is directed by a Manager assisted by the Assistant Manager, 
the "Responsible* for the plan, and the "Responsible Technical Advisor." 
This administrative comm.ttes of the factory studies the potential ef 
production, and through the “Responsible” for the plan submits to the 
Ministry of Industry a report on the murisem potential of production of 
the factory. The Ministry in consultation with the Ministry of the Plen 
then formulates a new plan which always calls for greater production than 
the potential reported by the factory committee. 


75, There are power stations in Tirena, Gjinckester, Shkeder, Kerce, Zilbasan, 
Durres, Vione, Beat, Saranca, Fier, Lushnja, and Kavaja. A hydro-electric 
power plant is under construction in Tirana to use the water of the Selite 
River for power and also for water supply for Tirana.

79. Thera are official withholdings from the pay of the workers and employees, 
and there are also contributions for the compulsory funds which ave always 
galled "yoluntary." The following amounts are withheld:

8l. Very heavy penalides are imposed for minor mistakes, For example, being 
one hour late means the withholding of ten days’ pay. éJbsencse without 
notice and without permission is mmished by six months! compulsory Lascr 
without pay. If there is a repetition of this absence it is regarded as 
sabotage, and the Sigurimi enters the picture. 


82, The distribution of food and clothing to the workers and employees is 
done through ration cards, and these articles are provided by the 
Cooperatives for rationed articles at low prices. The ration depends on 
the kind of work done by the individual. There are four kinds of 
ration books, as follows: . 


a. Ordines: for members of the worker's family who ave unable to work. 
This gives 1.00 grams of bread per day per person.

Informant dees not remerher the quantities of food other than bread issued 
on the ratic books, but they were in quantities proportional to the amount 
of bread authorized by each card. Both workers and employees have the right 
to purchase articles at the Special Cooperatives, but the prices there are 
too high for them. 


83, Bomises for the best workers and employees take the form of tripe to sumser 
resorts for 15 to 20 days. There is such a place in Fivena for the workers 
of the Enver Foxha Factory, and there are others in Durros, Shkocer, horee, 
and Pogradec, All workers and employees have the right to 15 days’ anmal 
vacation at, full pay.

85, About 50 busses are in opsration in Albania, and they are expleited by 
the State. This number is inadequate and if a person wants to go Troi 
Gjinokaster to Tirana, he has to notify the ticket agency about two weeks 
in advance. 


86, The reads generally are in poor condition. It is necessary to make minor 
repairs continously. 


87, Now that the railroad line is completed from Tirana to Durres, Rrogosbine and 
Peqin, they are studying the construction of a line from Tirana to Elbasan 
and from Rrogozhine to Kugova. 


£8, The railroad system is served by five locomotives (three Soriet, one 
Czechoslovak, anc one Rumanian) and 30 cars. 

89, The line fron Tirana to Durres has the following stations: Tirana, Kasse, 
Naf Zotae, Suk (where there are installations for repair of equipment), 
Stijak, Durres, Shkola Amerikens, Kavaja, Rrogoshine (water-punping atation), 
Peqin, ‘The trip takes six hours, and only one train is operating.

The Minister of Justice is Manol Konomi. ‘The organization of Justice 

in Albania is under the familiar system of People's Courts, and the whole 
mechanism is under the immediate control of the State which, through the 
Minister of Justice, exercises absolute power over the judges. The latter 


are usually uneducated fanatical Communists, and in many cases are ignorant 


peasants, 
The People’s Courts are organized as follews: 


a. In the villeges judicial authority is exercised by the Keshilla 
(committee of villages), where there is an unpaid prosecutor chosen 
from the inhabitants of the village, The jurisdiction of the 
Keshilla ie even more limited than that of a justice of the peace, 
and at acts chiefiy to iron out disputes between peasants and to 
solve theiy little differences, If the case is more serious the 
prosecutor sends the litigants to the next higher court, the People's 
Court of the Komiiet. 


b. The People's Court of the Komitet (Gjygi Civil) is composed of five 
members: the Presiding Magistrate, the People's Prosecutor, two 
members, and the Clerk. The members of this court ave civilians; 
they resolve 3mall disputes and the cases sent to them by the 
prosecutor of the Keshilla. Host of the cases tried Involve petty 
erimes and violation of the penal law. Cases Involving more serious 
crimes are immediately referred to the next higher court, the Court 
Martial. 


co There are permanent Courts Martiel (Gjyqi Ushtarak) in the cities of 
_ Gjinckaster, Vlone, Sloasan, Tirana, Shkoder, and Korce. The members 
‘@f. the court are all. military; they are the Presiding Judge of the 
People's Court, the People's Prosecutor, two members, and the Clerk. 
This court tries serious offenses against the penal cede. 
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d. Above the Permanent Court Martial is the Supreme Court Martial 
(Gijykata_e Lart’ Ushtarake) located in Tirana. Tt has the same 
form as the Permanent Court Martiel. The jurisdiction of this court 
includes very serious crimes, particularly those ageinst the regime, 

such as serious cases of sabotage, conspiratorial societies, etc, 


e. Finally there is the Supreme Court of the State (Givkate e Tart’ ¢ 
Shtetit) which has jurisdiction over the erimes committed by Ministers, 
Deputy “nisters, setbers of the Central Committee of the Party, 
the senior employees of the State, and important pepsonages generally. 
The Court ig composed as follows: Andrea Nathanail,” Presiding 12 
Magistrate; Bedri. Spshiu, People's Prosecutors Caco Flog, Member ~ 


The above courts try ell cases of a civil. or ciminal. nature, Under the 
Sommunist system, however, there are very few civil cases and those are 
unimportant. 


The decisions of one court can be appealed to the next higher caurt 
within ten days after the decision has been handed down. Petition is 
made to the court which has tried the case, and only if this court agrees 
is the appeal to the higher court allowed, This happens rarely, and the 
decisions of the courts are thus usually final. 


In the case of the death sentence the condemned man may submit an appeal 
for pardon to the Parliament. Hoxhs. also has the right to issue a pardon. 


Defense of cases is made by layyers who are paid governnent employees 
and are appointed by the State without any other compensation. As a result 
the defonse of the accused is merely format. 


Parallel to the courts there is the office of prosecutor. In Tirana there 
4s the office of the Prosecutor General (Prokurorija ¢ Pergjithshme). The 
Prosecutor General is Gajo Flegi. There are corresponting offices in the 
Komitete called Prokurori. The prosecutors have the cuty of sesing to 
the observance of the laws and bringing the accused before the proper 


courts, 


Justice 3s always dispensed with the Communist character of the accused 

as a criterion, The accused is always judged according to the recommendation 
of the prosecutor, and the decision handed down can be reversed at will by 
the Central Committee of the Party through the Minister of Justice aceording 


to the convicted man's views and his devotion to the Party.

a fourth of the graduates of the Tirana School are sent to the Soviet 
Union for advanced studies. 


d, In the Lushnja and Kavaja schools the training is general, and all 
branches of farming are taught, i.e. animal husbandry, arboriculture, 
etc. 


e, There are also courses of training for the peasants, in which 
elementary instruction is given in scientific farming. 


On completing the course at a tenhnicel. school a student nay sradnate 
ag en ansistant engineer, accountant, doctor's assistant, agronomist's 
assistant or veterinarian'’s assistant.

There are so schools for higher education in Albanieg students aiming 
at advanced courses are sent to the countries behind the Iron Curtain 
(the U.5.S.Ro, Poland, Czechoslovakia or Rumania) at the expense of the 
State, About 100 to 150 graduates of the pymesia are sent abroad 


annually for higher studies. Most of these go to polytechnic schools, c— 


and a few go to medical schools and law schools, ‘They are chosen by 


examination in which a leacing pole is played by Communist fanstician 
and devotion to the regine. 


Studente are well fed and are provided with a special ration eard. The 
students of the Unike receive 600 erams of bread daily and gymnasium 
students receive S60 grams. Free borrd is given to students who are 
indigent Commuaists or children of war dead or disabled or Cistingpisned 
soldiers. 


Education Im the schoole serves propaganda aims for the most Party 
and the training programs are announced in detail to the students 
who, through the Party ‘"pesponsibles", check up on their teachers* 
faithful. application of these programs. Special importance is 
ascribed to athletics, and in order to attract young men to then 
they are given additional food of superior quality. 


The State offers ali facilities for the training of the Youth, and 
throughout the countsy there are elementary schools for the compulsory 
education of illiterate adults. Parents are severaly punished Lf they 
forbid their children to abtend school. A father who prevents his 
children from attending the elementary schools is punished with a fine 
of 1000 lek and often with imprisonment. 


The teachers in the cities are well-educated and very few of them are 
mambere of the Pavty. On the other hand the teachers in the villages 
are frequently graduates of the elementary sehool only and have been. 
appointed after a three-month (sic) training course at Tirana, Vioene 

or Shkoder; they are usnally members ef the Party. “Whenever the 
teachers in the cities do not apply the teaching program faithfully 

they cone under the censure of the student-members of the Party "Seetien® 
of the school, The pay of teachers is not adequcte (ne figuves given).

The State 

hes taken all measures to separate the people from their religion, and 
it works for the complete financial. abandonment of the churches, censtant 
survelllance of all tyres of worship, and thelr gradual abolition. 


The priests are paid by the State, but thelr pey is Lower than that 
of the hunblest workman. At Party meetings the bitterest criticlem is 
directed at those who dare to manifest their religious faith even as 
mere formality.

The Sigurim maintains on alert surveillance over all the movements of 
devout persons, amd any excuse will de to drag them off te the jails 
that are waiting for then. Correspending to these tactics and to thei 
anti-religions prepaganda, the Communists make a great show of trampling 
on everything sacred and holy in the Christian tradition. Their marriages 
are performed outside the ecclesiastical canons through a simple declar- 
ation made at. the Bureau of Vital Statistics of the Kemitet. They have 
abolished the baptism of children, and again by a simple declaration 

they give them Russien names like Stalin, Uolotev, Sckolov, etc, 


Church lesdership in Albania offers no resistance, but hymns the praises

132, The behavior of the Albanian Government towards the Greek minority 
is good, and it can be said that there is no official persecution o 
the Creeks as Grecks, To be sure the Northern Eplrotes are under 
constant surveillance by the Security Police, who are well aware of 
their sentiments and are looking for the slightest excuse to intervene, 
In all disputes being a Northern Epirote is a great disedvantage. 


133, There are clemenbary schools in all the villages, with compulsory 
 eaching of the Albanian language. ‘There are also Greek Unike in 
Policani, Yuliarates, Sepiki, Himarra, Delvine, and Konispoli. There» 
ie only one Creek Gymnasium, located at Gjinokaster, 


134. The Greek minority is regarded by the Party as the most reactionary 
faction in Albania, and it ‘is a fact that with the exception of the 
village ef Drompolis the Northern Epirotes are almost all fanatical 
anti-Communists, Only a very few of those in the villages have beccie 
members of the Party. 


135. The number of Chams scattered throughout Albania is estimated at | 


20,000 te 25,000, The majority of them are lecated in Vlone, Pier 
and Tirana, The Stete takes no special care of them, except that it 
has installed them on farms so that they can satisfy their mininum 
requirements for food and shelter. They enjoy the same privileges 
and rights as Albanian citizens, but they do not have to serve in the 
Albanian Army because of thoir Greek origin. 


136, Those who sponsored the unsuccessful attempt to conscript and enlist 
the Chams in the so-called Democratic Army of Greece were Uuharrem 
Demi from Filijates and his cousin, a captain in the police, and Rexnep 
Iso, a member of the City Committee of Tirana. | 


F, Internal Resistance 


137, The indignation of the people, particularly of the peasants, agcinst 
the regime has reached such a point thot 34 is problematical whether 
the terroriam of the State can continue to restrain then much longer. 
The miserable economic situation, heavy taxation, the pompous propaganda 
which is barren of results, the difference in treatment of non-Commnists, 
the suspicion and mutual distrust, the war against religious beliete, 
and finally the hateful terrorism of the Sigurimi have created en 
atmosphemunfavorable to the Hoxha regime. 


136, There are no organized resistance forces in Albania, but the passive 
resistance of the people denonstrated in various ways is notable, 
Failure to pay taxes and the consequent fraquent jail sentences, failure 
to attend Party meetings, frequent desertions from the Army, and mass 
flights from Northern Albania to Yugoslavia (estimated at more than 
10,000) are characteristic of the prevailing situation. It is elso 
significant that recently strange rumors have circulated throughout all 
Albania about expected events, some of these rumors specifying the day 
of liberation, A recently circulating rumor about the liberaticn of 
Albania from the Commmist yoko put the date at about the middle of 
March, but. this was later postponed to the middle of May. 


139. Besides this fatalistic atand (sic) of the Albanian people there are 
not a few cases in which the indignation against the regime is revealed, 
Such are the failure to fulfill the State plana; the attack in Clina 
against police where they were driving State flocks to pasture; the aurder 
of the Deputies of Sikeder, Bardiki, and Biba, and of Captain Class A’ 
Nuri Luci. in fruja about the end of December 1919; and the inercasing 
activity of armed Vationalist guerrillas, 
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Informant has heard that, chiefly in Nerthern Albania and to a Less 


extent in Central and Seuthern Albania, there are isolated nationalist 


guerrilla bands of four to six men each, These mon are fugitives frou 
"justice," deserters from the Army, etc. Theix activity is Limited, 
and there is no liaison between the bands, Their leaders are not known. 


There is some organized nationalist activity directed by Muhexren 
Bajraktari, Mul Bajraktari, and others located in Prizres,in Yugosler 
Kossovo. ‘Bands from thera, allegedly organised in squads, platoons and 
companies, have reached as far as Shkoder and then returned, Their ; 
misaion is to @istribute proclamations and to do sabotage, They avoid 
fighting with the Albanian Army except when it cannot be helped. They 

also enlighten the people and organize rovements of families inte 
Yugoslavia, They then train the men and put them inta bands, while the 
Yugoslav Covernment takes care of their families. Persons who for ene 
reason or another cannot follow them remain at home and serve as informants. 
It should be noted that all (sic) the inhabitants ef tne countryside of ik 
Northern Albania here hidden arms since the time of the German ceeupabiene 


Not only Albanian refugees but also the Albenian inhabitants of Yugsslav 
Kosaove are said to have been organized in bands, They act together, 

and theiv officers are old and young officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the Albanian Army. The guerrillas of Prizren wear the unlforin of the 
Yugoslav soldier and it is said that they are well fed and receive high 
pays Informant io unable to furnish any information about their aruc. 


Informant has also heare that Hawit Matjani and Abas Kupi are organizing 
armed bands in Greece that operate in the vicinity of Elbasan. He alse 
heard that recently there was a clash in Nivica near Tepeleni between 
Albanian government forces and a guerrilla band under Tzet Polena. 


a, The movement of Noci Xoxe to overthrow Hoxha and the organisation to 
effect this had penetrated into all secbors of administrative and 
Party activity as well as the Army. The orgsnizaticon penetrated 
the government and Party even down to the villages, which waa easy 
because of the position which Xoxe held in the government, It is 
impossible to draw up a definite plan cf this congpiveterial 
organization, because it kept changing according te circumstances 
and according to the ability and trustworthiness of the persons 
whom Xoxe recruited. 


b, The Central Committee of Xoxe'’s organivation consisted of the 
followlag persons: Koci Xoxes Pandis Mristo, mexber of the Folitburs, 
chairman of the Control Committee (sentenced to 20 years’ impylson-

Belew the Centre] Comittee the organization branched out and had 
gelf-sufficient sections in the Sigurini, in the government, in 
the Party, and in the Army. In the Sifurimi the most iinportant 
followers of Xoxe were Vasko Koleci, [take Polens (expelled from 
the Party), Yangjo Mitrogjorgs, and Nyftar Tare (now assistant 
manager of the printing office of Wihel. Guri). In the Government 
and the Central Committee Xoxe had the men nemtioned above, in the 
Army there were Rristo Thomelko, Pellurb Dishnica, Tahir Kadereja 
(Colonel, Steff Adviser; now penoved from the Central Comnittee but 
promoted to General and Commander of the Artillery); Lefter Kasneci, 
Lieutenant Colone] (now in the Soviet Union for training).

d. The activity of the members of the Xoxo organization consisted in 
encouraging indignation against the regime through frequent arrests 
and tortures, particularly of Party members and followers of Hoxha, 
in the imposition of very heavy taxes, in agsasainations, Frequent 
death sentences, frequent arrests of mespects with adequate cause, 
and generally in overything that eould create a movement against 
Hoxha that could be utilised at the proper moment. 


e. Koei Xome was in constant touch with Yugoslavia through the press 
representative of the Yugoslav Legation, Save Bogidarovic. Us had 
obtained the approval of Tite to send a Yugoslev ‘division into 
Albania to oppose the expected Greek attack and alse to cope with 
the AlbenimArmy. Because of the incompetence of Kristo Themelko 
the orgenization was rather weak in the Army. 


f£, Most of the chief followers of Xoxe wore ignorant of his ulterior 
aims, and they participated in his organization cnly to satisfy 
thely personal ambitions. Those who knew nest about Xoxe's plans 
were Vasko Kelect, Pelluny Dishnica, Nzjel Argjixi, Ramadan Citalku 
(of the Ministry of Finance), Nesti Kerenxhiu, Nexhije Dume, Bajram 
Sinan Omeri, Vangjo Mitrcgjorgi, Zihni Museo, Nike Cpari (of the office 
of the Under-Minister of the Plan). 


go The organization was finslly uncovered by the Soviets who, after the 
apostasy of Tito, perceived that the policy advocated in Albania by 
Koxe was very dangerous ond closely connected with Yugoslav polley.
